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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Wester Australia for April, May, and June, 1924, 

April—The month was exceedingly dry throughout the State. On only one 
oeeasion Was rain recorded over an extensive area of the State, namely the 6th and 
Tth, when the West and South-West Coastal, Coolgardie Goldfield, and parts of the 
Murehison and Gascoyne districts were ety 

A few isolated Tropieal thunder showers oeeurred in the opening week, and also 
some very light showers of southern origin during the latter portion of the month. 

With the sole exception of Winning Pool, where an excess of 0-91 inehes was 
explained by a sharp thunder shower on the 4th, the totals for the month were below 
the average. 

The month ranked amongst the driest Aprils on record, but at the same time it 
should be noted that in almost every portion of the State it has happened at least 
once during previous years that an April has passed without any vain falling at all, 
and the ehief exceptions to this statement were provided by a few loealities in the 
extreme South-West corner, where the month under review was the driest April on 
record, 


May.—The month opened with the whole State still affected by the continued 
shortage of rain, nothing of a general character having fallen since September of 
the previous year, In South-West Coastal regions, and especially in the extreme 
South-West and far South the deficiency was almost phenomenal, 

Karly in May, however, the eharacter of the Weather Charts ehanged abruptly. 
The first material retiection of this altcration.was noted on the tth, when a vigorous 
‘ow’ of Southern type brought light showers to the nearer portions of the wheat 
belt. At the same time a tropical disturbance was gradually developing off the 
North-West coast, and seattered showers fell in the Gaseoyne and Goldfields on the 
Sth and 9th. The failure of this system to unite with the Southern ‘‘low’’ was, no 
doubt, responsible for the delay of the first general downpour until the 12th, when 
a vigorous depression of the regular winter type appeared on the Weather Chart. 

It was followed, after a very brief fine interval, by another storm on the 14th. 
During the next few days rather weak Southern disturbances were frequent, but 
brought only trivial falls to the wheat country, On the 25th, however, another im- 
portant rainstorm oceurred. It was sudden both in its development and departure, 
but was followed by an early return to wet weather at the close of the month. 

The four chief rain-bearing systems were those of the 12th, 14th, 25th, and 
30th, and were somewhat variable in ineidenee. That of the 25th saw the most even 
distribution, the Midland and far Kastern country benefiting equally with the Central 
and Southern areas. The two earlier falls were patchy in the Northern Midland 
distriets, and the last (30th) decidedly weak, while over the far Eastern and North- 
Eastern country the fall of the 12th was very weak, that of the 14th decidedly good, 
and those of the 25th and 30th, on the whole, very satisfactory. In the extreme 
South-West heavy gaugings were associated with all four storms. 

Taking the month’s registrations as a whole, heavy exeesses were noted in the 
extreme South-West and over the Lower: Great Southern. Over the Central and 
Eastern agricutural areas and the Moora district, totals varied little from the 
average for the month, while the far Eastern districts, including Southern Cross and 
Westonia, showed gratifying excesses. The Northern Midland country, however, 
was far below normal, and despite frequent showers the Coolgardie Goldfield stations 
also showed defects. Some trivial showers extended Northward through the 
Gascoyne und Murehison and even as far as Onslow and Fortescue, while a few 
seattered light falls also occurred in the North-West, but in all these districts the 
gaugings fell far short of the average. In the Gascoyne and Murchison the econ- 


tinued shortage was assuming a serious aspect. 


June-—Rainfall oceurred in the form of five distinet rainstorms, which were 
separated by intervals of bright, sunny weather, with some light frosts. 


The first of these, during the opening days, was of minor importance, the falls 
being chiefly coastal. The next two (on the 7th and ae were very similar in 
character, and productive of splendid general rains. Gaugings of an inch were 
common on the 7th throughout the wheat belt, and fair to good falls reached large 
areas of the Gascoyne and'even a few North-West stations. The Yilgarn Goldfield 
also reported some useful registrations, but the Eastern Goldfields and Northern 
“Murehison only received light showers. The fourth disturbanee lasted from the 20th 
to 22nd, and brought further ¥ains to'the Northern Midland regions, but the gaugings 
dwindled: in a pronounced fashion. further Southward. The last sv ateah developed on 
the 27th, and cleared away rapidly, It’ was mainly coastal in character, although 
light show ers reached the Eastern, limits of the wheat belt.

The most satisfaetory totals were shown over the Northern Midland country, 
pene a few exeesses were noted. In other parts of the agricultural districts 
deficiencies were the rule, ranging in general between 0.50 and 1-50 inches, The 
actual falls for the month varied, therefore, between about 65% and 85% of the 
averages, Coastal distriets showed rather heavier shortages, which reached a maxi- 
mum of 3.02 inehes at Chidlow’s Well. In Perth the defeet was 2.12 inches. 

It should be recollected, of course, that over the central and southern parts of 
the wheat-growing country, exeesses were shown in May, while in the northern 
portions, where the June rains were satisfactory, May proved very disappointing. 
Taking the two months together, a shortage is still apparent in the Central and 
Northern distriets, although somewhat minimised, and more evenly distributed. 

The rains of the second week of the month reached Northward to Rochourne 
and Marble Bar, but nevertheless the whole of the North-West and Kimberley 
showed heavy defects from normal, which were serious in view of the shortage in 
the summer rains. In the Gaseoyne and Murchison, excesses were confined to a few 
of their more Southerly localities. The Coolgardie Gel dfield totals also fell far short 
of the averages. 

A feature of the disturbances was the heavy weather at sea which ace ompanied 
them, winds frequently rising to the force of moderate and fresh gales, and occasion- 
ally to that of strong or ‘‘whole’’ gales
